WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (UP)— 
Members of the congressional 
Atomic Energy Committee 
agreed today to continue hear- 


ings on the proposed Dixon- 
Yates power contract despite 
legal objections that such ac- 
tion is premature. 

The committee decision came 
after Chairman Lewis L. Strauss 
of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion said he would be willing to 
call a meeting of the commis- 
sion — perhaps Monday — for 
formal execution of the con- 
tract. Three committee members 
had questioned the committee’s 
authority to consider the con- 
tract until after it is executed. 
They pointed out that the con- 
tract, in its present status, could 
be changed and is not legally 
binding.

Closed-Door Huddle. 

The committee went into a 
closed-door huddle at noon re-

Hickenlooper expressed doubt 
as to the committee’s authority 
when it resumed hearings on an 
Administration request that a 
30-day review period be waived 
so the 25-year contract can go 
into effect immediately. Under 
its provisions the Dixon-Yates 
combine would feed electricity to 
the AEC through facilities of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 
No Performance Guarantee. 
A memorandum prepared by 
the General Accounting Office 
and supplied to committee mem- 


the Government sought and 
failed to get the Dixon-Yates 
combine to guarantee its per- 
formance under the proposed 
agreement. 

The memorandum showed that 
the two utilities making up the 
group—Middle South Utilities, 
Inc.; and the Southern Co.—felt 
the $5,500,000 capital they 
agreed to Put up and their repu- 
tations “were sufficient guar- 
antee.” 

Hickenlooper cited no legal 
arguments in questioning the 
committee’s authority. But he 
asked whether the contract is 
such that the committée has a 
right to consider waiving the 
contract’s review period. 

“Is it a contract under which 
we have the legal right to waive, 
or not to waive ™ he asked. 

Strauss said the AEC general 
counsel believes the committee 
has the right. But Hickenlooper 
says he believes an opinion 
should be obtained from the at- 
torney general, the Govern- 
ment’s top legal adviser. 

“I. believe the commission, 
under the circumstances, will 
seek that opinion,” Strauss said. 

Strauss recalled that he prom- 
ised committee members last 
June that the contract would not 
be executed until they had a 
chance to consider it again. 

‘In Position to Sign Now.’ 

“We’re now in a position to 
eign it, and perhaps we should 
do so,” Strauss said. Hicken- 
looper quickly said he was “not 
urging one course or another.” 
He said he simply felt that the 
Attorney General’s opinion 
should be obtained.

‘SPECT ATORITIS’ 
IS CALLED THREAT 
TO CIVILIZATION 


CHICAGO, Nov. 6 (AP)—An 
educator said yesterday that 
“the growing threat of specta- 
toritis is almost as great a threat 
to our civilization as the hydro- 
gen bomb.” : 

Loy LaSalle of Lansing, Mich.., 
president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Public School Adult 
Educators, defined spectatoritis 
as the tendency to observe ac- 
tivities rather than engage in 
them. 

He told a meeting of public 
school adult educators that suc- 
cessful adult education “must 
keep searching for ways to mo- 
tivate people and involve them 
in parent education, public af- 
fairs and socio-civic problems.” 

He added: “Perhaps our adult 
educators could do worse than 
to sow the seeds of discontent 
in shallow, empty lives; to help 
discover the world that lies 
within them, search for new 
ways to challenge their creativ- 
ity, and help them build faith 
in themselves.”

Police Talk Him Into 
Yielding by Promis- 
ing Boy Won't Be Giv- 
en to Estranged Wife. 


CHARLESTON, S.C., Nov. 6 
(AP)—A Charleston sailor held 
off police for more than two 
hours yesterday, a cocked pistol ' 
pressed against his 18-month-old 
son’s chest. He finally turned 
the boy over to a detective after 
he was promised the lad would 
not be given to his wife, who is 
suing for divorce. 

The two-hour ordeal occurred 
when Charleston county police 
attempted to arrest Terrence W. 
Green, 29 years old, on a wife- 
beating charge. Mrs. Green, 26, 
said she asked her husband for 
a divorce Thursday. Then yes- 
terday he beat her, she said. 

Police went te the home of 
Green’s mother-in-law, Mrs, E. 
J, Tart. She lives only 200 yards 
from the Green home in a fed- 
eral housing development near 
the Charleston naval base. 

Green, carrying his son, Mike, 
entered the house. When police 
attempted to arrest him, Green 
pulled a pistol and pressed it 
against the baby’s chest. He told 
police if they rushed him he 
would kill the child. 

Green returned to his own 
home and finally admitted De- 
tective John W. Boggs Jr. Other 
detectives joined them. The 
group made three trips between 
the two houses so Green could 
talk to his wife. But the officers 
were afraid to rush Green be- 
cause of the gun pressed against 
Mike’s chest. 

Green finally turned the child 
over to Boggs after the detective 
promised that Mike would not 
be given to Mrs, Green. Twenty 
minutes after he had given up 
Mike, Green surrendered. He 
was charged with assaulting an 
officer. Mike was turned over 
to the Charleston county welfare 
department.

FIRING OF DAVIES 


Veteran Diplomat Was 
der Truman 


Not Issue.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP) 
—The security firing of veteran 
diplomat John Paton Davies Jr. 
on grounds of “lack of judg- 
ment, discretion and reliability” 
threatened today to become a 
new center of public contro- 
versy. 

Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles, announcing the dis- 
missal of a key figure in the

Hees ‘Chins dispute over Amer- 


ica’s China policy, said yester- 
day he was affirming the unan- 
imous findings of a special five- 
man security board. 

Dule$ said neither he nor the 
panel found Davies “disloyal in 
the sense of having any Com- 
munist affinity” or that he 


“consciously helped” an enemy 


of this country. 
‘Loyalty Not Enough.’ 

The latest investigation of 
Davies was ordered under the 
terms of security regulations 
issued early last year by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. 

“Under the present executive 
order on security,” Dulles said, 
“it is not enough that an em- 
ploye be of complete and un- 
swerving loyalty. He must be 
reliable, trustworthy, of good 
conduct and character.” 

The Secretary announced he 
had decided with the board that 
“the continued employment of 
Mr. Davies is not clearly con- 
sistent with the interests of 
national security.” 

Davies, who had been cleared 
eight times under the Truman 
Administration, aun he 
would not contest the decision. 
But he declared in a statement 
he did not fee] there were “ade- 
quate grounds” for it. He had 
been in the diplomatic service 


in China. 
Wants Record Made Public, 


Davies said he had asked Dul- 
les to make public “the whole 
record on my case, including my 
1950 recommendations that we 
seek a preventive showdown 
with the Soviet Union.” This 
was the first hint that he had 
made such a proposal. 

Davies got the word of his 
‘dismissal in a personal talk with 
Dulles and shortly before a pub- 
lic announcement. 

That announcement did not 
say on what specific points in 
Davies’s record the decision 
against him was based. 

Also asking for publication of 
the record was former Ambassa- 
dor George F, Kennan, a promi- 
nent career diplomat, whom 
Dulles retired last year in con- 
sequence of differences over 
policy. Kennan called Davies’s 
dismissal “ill advised.” 

As for publishing the record, 
a State Department spokesman 
said that was not the practice 
but that “so much of the record 
as is not classified (as: secret) 
will be,furnished to Mr. Davies.” 

Democrats May Investigate. 

Democratic party leaders, re- 
turning to power in the next 
Congress, have indicated they 
intend to investigate security 
firings of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. 

Davies, 46 years old, has been 
a diplomatic and political storm 
center for years. He has been 
criticized by those who charge 
that United States officials did 
not do enough to help the strug- 
gling Chiang Kai-chek regime 
while it still was on the China 
mainland and that this contrib- 
uted to the Red victory there. 
Last year, Senator McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, said the Eisen- 
hower Administration “struck 
out” by not firing Davies. 

Patrick J. Hurley, United 
States ambassador to China in 
1944-45, accused Davies and 
others of “sabotaging” the policy 
of aiding Chiang. 

During the latter stages of 
World War II Davies urged that 
the United States take firm steps 
to “revitalize” Chiang’s Kuomin- 
tang party. State Department 
records already published show 
that Davies said such a revital- 
ized party could be a “significant 
force” in a coalition government 
with the Communists—a meas- 
ure designed to forestall outright 
Red uest, 

If Chiang Kali-shek’s party 
could not be “reformed,” Davies 
said, the United States should 
consider trying to win co-oper- 
ation from the Chinese Reds. 

Davies did not explain what 
he meant by his reference to 
recommendations for a “pre- 
ventive showdown’ with Russia.

LABORITES GIVE APPROVAL 
TO SOUTHEAST ASIA PACT 


LONDON, Nov. 6 (UP)—The 
Labor party has decided to go 
along with a motion by Prime 
Minister Churchill's government 
to give British approval to the 
Southeast Asia treaty organiza- 
tion, it was disclosesd today. 

Labor party moderates, led by 
former Prime Minister Clement 
Attlee, made the decision at a 
caucus Thursday night. In doing 
so, they overrode a move by left- 
wing leader ‘Aneurin Bevan to 
have the Labor party block the 
treaty. 


Democratic-Republican friction 
appeared out of the running last 
night with a White House an- 
nouncement that Albert C. Bée- 
son had advised Mr. Eisenhower 
he could not accept appointment 
to a new term on the National 
Labor Relations Board.

Points Out Differences. 

Russell, who has served in

FIELD MARSHAL VON KLEIST 


BERLIN, Nov. 6 (AP)—Former 
Field Marshal Ewald von Kleist, 
World War II Panzer leader, 
died several days ago in the 
Soviet Union, the East German 
government news agency ADN 
announced last night. ADN said 
von Kleist, who was serving a 
war crimes term in Russia, had 
been suffering from hardening 
. the arteries. He was 73 years 
old. 
He led German armored drives 
into Poland, France, Yugoslavia 
and Russia in World War II but 
was sacked by Adolf Hitler in 
1944 im an argument about the 
withdrawal on the Russian front. 

Without command until the 
end of the war, von Kleist was 
taken prisoner by the British, 
who extradited him to Yugo- 
slavia. There he was sentenced 
to 15 years forced labor for war 
crimes, but turned over to the 
Russians in 1949.

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MISSOURI RIVER'S 
GROWING USE FOR 
SHIPPING CITED 
BY BARGE MAN 


Waterway Can Become 
‘Greatest Grain High- 
way in World, Mis- 
sissippi Valley Asso- 
ciation Is Told. __

OMAHA, Nebr., Nov. 6—The 
Missouri river is becoming the 
main line of economical trans- 
portation for the large area and 
population it serves, A. C. In- 
gersoll Jr. of St. Louis, presi- 
dent of. Federal Barge Lines, 
Inc., said here last night. 

Speaking before a meeting of 
the Missouri river, division of 
the Mississippi Valley Associa- 
tion, Ingersoll predicted the 
Missouri can become the “great- 
est grain highway in the world.” 

In the region around the up- 
per Illinois river and middle 
Mississippi, grain elevators in a 
position to ship by barge are 
paying farmers five cents more 
per bushel than are other ele- 
vators, Ingersoll said. 

Waterside Industries. 

Emphasizing the importance 
of cheap transportation to the 
economic development of the 
Missouri Valley, Ingersoll noted 
the waterside location of new 
industries. 

“There is good evidence,” he 
said, “that the big rivers of 
America are coming to be again 
what they were in the beginning 
days of the American industrial 
economy—the main lines of traf- 
fic, main lines of progress and 
development. 

“Before the full potential of 
navigation of the Missouri can, 
be realized, there must be fur- 
ther improvement and mainte- 
nance of the waterway, develop- 
ment of more adequate terminal 
facilities and continued prog- 
ress by barge line carriers to- 
ward better equipment, more ef- 
ficient operation and more codm- 
plete service.” 

Federa! Barge, which was sold 
to private interests a little more 
than a year ago after years of 
government operation, will ex- 
tend its terminus from Kansas 
City to Omaha next year, Inger- 
soll said. He added the com- 
pany would increase the load on 
its barges because of improved 
channel conditions. 

12-Month Navigation. 

Ingersoll said he was con- 
vinced that in a few years there 
will be 12-month navigation to 
Omaha and beyond as there is 
now to Chicago on the Illinois 
river. The navigation season of 
the Missouri this year was seven 
months. 

The barge line president an- 
nounced his company would put 
in operation next year a new 
towboat specially designed for 
service on the Missouri. It will 
be comparable in size and power 
to Mississippi river towboats, he 
said. 
. The new craft will be named 
Lachlan MacLeay, after the late 
leader of the Mississippi Valley 
Association. 

Other speakers at the associa- 
tion’s navigation seminar yes- 
terday stressed the growing need 
for improved terminal facilities 
on the Missouri. George Bech- 
told Jr., superintendent of ter- 
minals for Federal Barge, 
pointed out that St. Louis and 
Kansas City are making plans 
for improved terminals and that 
fhe new 600-foot dock at Gran- 
ite City is nearing completion. 

Water Storage. 

Brig. Gen, W. E. Potter, Mis- 
sovri River Division Engineer, 
told the meeting that upstream 
reservoirs on the Missouri river, 
when completed, will be able to 
store enough water to span a 
drouth like that which occurred 
in the 1930s. The only effect of 
such a drouth, which studies in- 
dicate occurs only once in about 
every 200 years, would be a 
shortened navigation season, he 


said. 

In 1953 and again this year 
the flow of the Missouri was 
kept constant at 35,000 cubic 
feet per second at Omaha 
through the use of reservoir 
water, Potter said. 

Without that water the natural 
flow would have been 10,000 
cubic feet per second or less, he 
said. In addition to providing 
flow in the Missouri, the water 
aided navigation at St. Louis 
and on down the Mississippi 
river to Memphis, Potter re- 
ported.

CITY PLANS FULL 
AUTO ACCIDENT 
PROSECUTIONS 


To Make More Careful 
Preparations When 
Careless Driving Is 
Factor.

More careful preparation and 
more vigorous prosecution of 
careless driving cases arising 
from automobile accidents will 
be attempted by police and 


prosecuting officials in accord- 
ance with a recommendation 
made recently by the American 
Bar Association and the North- 
western University Traffic In- 
stitute. 

This announcement was made 
yesterday by City Counselor 
Samuel H. Liberman following 
the first of a series of meétings 
scheduled by city officials to 
discuss a report made by the 
bar association and traffic insti- 
tute on the handling of traffic 
cases in the city. 

The report pointed out that no 
fines are assessed in the ma- 
jority of the 8000 traffic acci- 
dent cases which annually reach 
the city courts because cases are 
dropped when complainants re- 
fuse to prosecute after property 
damage claims are settled. 
‘Offenses Against Community.’ 

The report contended that 
such traffic offenses “are not 
disputes between — individuals

Other neutral lines include 
that portion of the Ramona line 
between Wellston and Pine 
Lawn and that portion of the 
Natural Bridge line between 
Pine Lawn and West Florissant 
avenue. 


On the other harfd, county 
riders living at the outer ends 
of the Manchester, Woodson and 
Berkeley lines (Zone 10) would 
continue to pay the present zone 
charge of 5 cents plus a new 
zone charge of 5 cents for a trip 
downtown. Thus the daily round- 
trip fare would be 60 cents in- 
stead of the present 50 cents (or 
47.5 cents if tokens are used). 


In putting the plan into effect, 
the company announced it would 
divide two of the longest lines 
wholly within the city into two 
separate routes with an overlap 
portion in the center. These 
would be the Kingshighway bus 
line and Broadway streetcar line. 

Overlap Areas Defined. 


On the Kingshighway line, the 
overlap portion would be from 
Manchester avenue to Easton 
avenue. On the Broadway line 
it would be between Chestnut 
street and Franklin avenue. The 
company said that origin-des- 
tination studies indicate that the 
vast majority of riders on these 
two lines would not be affected 
by such changes. 

The increase in the student 
fare is justified by the company 
on the ground that student pass 
users, in school hours, would 
be exempt from zone charges. 
For 10 rides a week to and from 
school, the fare would be 10 
cents a ride or one-half the 
adult cash rate. 


A zone fare has been consist- 
ently rejected by the commis- 
sion, except for the ones cur- 
rently permitted on the three 
outlying lines, but the idea has 
been indorsed in recent rate 
cases with the general statement 
by the commission that fares 
ought to bear some relationship 
to the length of the rides and 
consequent cost of furnishing 
the rides. 

Basis For Proposal. 


In accordance with commis- 
sion instructions to continue its 
studies of a zone fare system, 
the company developed the pres- 
ent proposal with the aid of its 
research and engineering staffs 
and a firm of transportation 
consultants, Simpson and Curtin 
of Philadelphia, the company 
said. One phase of the study 
was an origin-destination sur- 
vey of riding habits. 

In its letter transmitting the 
proposal to the commission, the 
company -expresses the belief 
the plan would promote riding. 

“By reducing the fare for the 
short-haul rider, the new zone 
plan should tend to stimulate 
and encourage transit riding on 
a system-wide basis,” the letter 


“Moreover, by increasing the 
charge for rides of longer dis- 
tances, the company will be af- 
forded greater flexibility in ex- 
perimenting with extensions of 
service into suburban areas not 
being presently served by public 
transportation facilities, and the 
expansion of express operations 
into long-haul territories.”

Tight Funds Make Liberal Arts 
Course Second Rate, Say Students

Washington University’s lib- 
eral arts divisions are in a 
“tight financial spot’ which has 
resulted in “second rate” educa- 


tion in the humanities, Student 
Life, the campus newspaper, 
charged in an editorial yesterday. 

The newspaper, edited by stu- 
dents, said former Chancellor 
Arthur H. Compton had been 
“stymied” in his efforts to raise 
funds for the College of Liberal 
Arts because Compton was “a 
man of science” who attracted 
many gifts for technical divi- 
sions but few for the humani- 
ties. 

The editorial, entitled “Crisis 
in Liberal Arts,” said funds 
“have not been forthcoming” for 
use by the College of Liberal 
Arts. It added that the college 
had been the victim of “aliena- 
tion, neglect or simple overlook- 
ing.” 

Shepley’s Comment. 


Commenting on the editorial, | “terrifically optimistic” that the 


Chancellor Ethan A. H. Shep- 
ley, Compton’s successor, told 
the Post-Dispatch “the whole 
college program is in desperate 
need of additional financing.” 
He said the student complaint 
that there is a shortage of en- 
dowments for liberal arts train- 
ing was justified. 

However, Shepley said, there 
is no immediate danger: that 
funds for day-to-day operation 
of the liberal arts college will 
run out, 

“One of the things that we 
intend to emphasize strongly in 
the immediate future is the need 
for increased faculty salaries,” 
Shepley declared. “Our salary 
rates are slightly lower than 
they ought to be, by compari- 
son with comparable educational 
institutions.” 

Gifts Too Small. 

By contrast with some well- 
endowed scientific branches of 
the university, the College of 
Liberal Arts has no specific en- 
dowment, Shepley said. He add- 
ed that “one or two gifts” had 
come in from alumni for use 
at the discrition of the chancel- 
lor, but that the amount was 
“trifling.” 

The student newspaper said 
its protests were prompted by 
reductions in the number of 
courses offered by the geog- 
raphy department. 

It said the cut in geography 
teaching was an example of

" You quote Justice Jackson as de- 
claring, “If the state may sid these 
religious schools, it may therefore 
regulate them.” 

“But the majority opinion, in the 
game case, written by Mr. Justice 
Black and concurred in by four Jus- 
tices, held that a State is not aiding 
a religious school by providing trans- 
portation for its pupils. The ma- 
pority, and prevailing opinion, said: 
* “The New Jersey Legislature has 
Pecided that a public purpose will be 
served by using tax-raised funds to 
py bus fares of all school children, 
ancluding those who attend parochial 
Behools. New Jersey contributes no 
money to the (parochial) schools, Its 
Legislature does no more than pro- 
Jide a general program to help par- 
ents- get their children, regardless 
bf thelr religion, safely and expedi- 
tiously to and from accredited 
$chools.” 

; You say Justice Jackson was one 
bf the Supreme Court's strongest 
supporters of separation of church 
‘and state. The majority opinion in 
jthe New Jersey case had this to 
‘gay on that subject:

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The U.N. and the Atom 


One day after the U.N. General Assembly for- 
mally called for the resumption of disarmament 
talks among the big powers, Ambassador Lodge 
launched another push for adoption of President 
Eisenhower's ‘“‘atoms-for-peace” plan. 

There was an appropriate symbolism in the 
coincidence. Though the resumption of disarma- 
ment talks is made possible by a notable Soviet 
concession to Western viewpoints, still it can 
scarcely be said that these negotiations will begin 
auspiciously..Too many deadlocks, too many dis- 
appointments fill the record of past disarmament 
talks to permit of lively hope for these. 

And so it is well that the U.N., while setting 
foot on the old path, should also begin to explore 
a new one. President Eisenhower proposed a 
year ago that, without waiting for the millennium 
of atomic disarmament, the U.N, try to work 
eut ways of speeding peaceful development of 
atomic energy on an international scale. 

After months of Soviet sit-down, direct negoti- 
ations with Moscow on this plan broke off. The 
President announced that the West would go 
ahead without Soviet participation if necessary. 
The Russians thereupon made haste to get aboard 
the bandwagon, they modified their views on 
disarmament, and this week Mr. Eisenhower an- 
nounced that a “new phase” of negotiations with 
them would begin, 

Ambassador Lodge’s initiative follows, and it 
appears that strong Western support assures 
some sort of action at the current session of 
the Assembly. : 

The outlines of the American plan, however, 
are still somewhat hazy. Just how the proposed 
international agency would operate—whether its 
functions would be significant or nomina]—re- 
mains to be epelled out. Originally it was con- 
templated that the agency would hold fissionable 
materials itself, contributed by the atomic pow- 
ers, but now the agency is apparently intended 
to be a clearing house only. It would discuss 
where and how atomic power should be devel- 
oped, but not necessarily develop it, that being 
left up to individual nations, 

Mr. Lodge’s explanation for this approach is 
that “as a practical matter” the international 
agency will be able to carry on only a few activi- 
ties in the immediate future, and he wants mem- 
ber nations to act individually in the meantime 
in the interest of ‘steady forward movement.” 
There is much in what he says, but agencies that 
are planned small generally turn out to be small, 
It must be hoped that the Assembly will go just 
as far as it can in setting up a vital, growing, 
creative instrumentality for U.N. action in the 
atomic field. The success of the whole initiative 
depends upon how international it becomes. 

“We are not trying to turn the atom into a 
gimmick in the cold war,” said Paul Martin of 
Canada, and his reassurance must have been wel- 
comed by any suspicious cynics in the Assembly, 
Mr. Lodge's disclosure that a world scientific 
congress will be summoned to discuss atomic col- 
laboration, and that the United States stands 
ready to train students in nuclear research and 
the medical applications of atomic energy, should 
reinforce confidence in the Western plan. Atoms- 
for-peace is too big to be a mere propaganda 
maneuver. 
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Georgians Courageous 

A constitutional amendment adopted by Geor- 
gia in the Nov. 2 election, permitting the public 
school system to be made private if necessary to 
stop desegregation, is a depressing evidence of 
the extremes to which racism can go in this 
country. Nevertheless, there is a bright way to 
look at even so dark an exhibit. And that is, that 
more than 170,000 Georgians opposed it. Fellow- 
Americans who sometimes ascribe a single racial 
attitude to everyone in the South might profit- 
ably ponder that fact. 

Fulton county, in which Georgia's principal 
city, Atlanta, is situated, rejected the amend- 
ment by a comfortable majority. Most of north- 
west Georgia was in opposition, including Floyd 
and Fannin (Rome) counties, longtime seats of 
enlightenment against Talmadgeism, father and 
son. And the leader of the opposition, State Su- 
perintendent of Education M. D. Collins, prom- 
ises, “We're going to continue to fight for an 
expanded educational opportunity for the chil- 
dren and teachers of Georgia.” 

So there are Georgians—and other Southern- 
ers living in the South—who do not love preju- 
dice more than they love their children, or as 
much as they love truth. Since they are the coun- 
try’s hope, we had better never lose sight of them.

Protest From’ Hawaii 

Hawali's Democratic election returns are being 
read and interpreted just as the Democratic 
election returns from Alaska last month were 
read and studied.

Whatever else these Hawaiian and Alskan re- 
turns say, they certainly mean that the people 
of both territories do not like the runaround 
they got in the last Congress.

The Eighty-fourth Congress will have a chance 
to go down in history as the Congress that ad- 
mitted the first two new states in more than 40 
years. The opportunity should be welcomed.

A little earlier than usual, we find ourselves 
in that annual period when dancing girls and 
flowers and cocktail parties are employed to 
make new cars more attractive. The new automo- 
biles are coming out, one. by one, chock full of 
more horsepower, bloated with additional 
chrome—but that is not enough. The auto indus- 
try still gilds its lilies in increasingly expensive 
debuts, or perhaps follies is the word. 

This year there will be three points of inter- 
est. One is Chevrolet's assault on Ford and vice 
versa. The Chevvy has come out with a new 
model of 164 horsepower, which can be turned 
into 180 horses. Now Ford is on its way with 180 
horsepower, which also can be increased. A few 
years ago either power rating would have been 
unthinkable for any but the most costly cars.

Back to the Governor Again 

For the fourth time the judicial commission 
has submitted to Gov. Donnelly its panels of 
nominees for the three no longer so new circuit 
court seats in Jackson county. The slates are 
the same as when first submitted more than a 
year ago. 

It is the Governor’s clear duty to appoint 
three judges from these lists, The constitutional 
provision for the nonpartisan court plan leaves 
no doubt about this. The bar associations of St. 
Louis and Kansas City are firm on the point. 
And insofar as it has been placed before the jus- 
tices, so is the Missouri Supreme Court. 

It may be true enough that in arranging the 
panels so that Mr. Donnelly must appoint two 
Republicans and one anti-Donnelly Democrat, 
the judicial commission is purposely going 
against Mr. Donnelly's own political preferences. 
In doing so, the commission may not have been 
as objective as it should have been. Nevertheless, 


these judicial commissions were set up for the’ 


very purpose of preventing the Governor as far 
as possible from making judicial selections on a 
partisan basis. 

The Supreme Court has ruled that a judicial 
commission can withdraw a nomination only if 
it has discovered new information indicating 
that its nominee is not qualified for the bench. 
There has been no indication of such unfitness 
in this case. Yet the Governor has not only re- 
jected these nominations three times, but also 
called for the resignation of three members of 
the nominating commission, including one 
elected by the bar of the sixtéenth circuit. 

Obviously, Gov, Donnelly wants the nonparti- 
san court plan to work only when it works his 
way. He is playing Mussolini again. Unless he 
now conforms to his clear obligation, he gives the 
Legislature cause for an investigation of his con- 
duct, And he invites from the State Supreme 
Court, under its rule-making power, a command 
to perform his duty forthwith. 
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No Role for a Party Committee 

In a Republican administration, the Republi- 
can National Committee can perhaps make some 
claim to function as a clearing heyse for federal 
job applications outside the Civil Service. But 
to give it that role with respect to Civil Service 
jobs which are supposed to be exempt from 
party politics does not make sense. Now that 
the election is over, President Eisenhower should 
review and revise the orders which created this 
curious situation. 

Under the new system, quietly inaugurated 
several weeks ago by the office of Sherman 
Adams, assistant to the President, all federal 
agencies are required to give the G.O.P. Na- 
tional Committee monthly reports on what jobs 
are open, and weekly reports on jobs filled. The 
committee will channel the information to Re- 
publican Senators and Representatives, who can 
then recommend applicants for the available 
positions, 

The Republican National ‘Committee is not a 
part of our governmental machinery. There is 
no more reason for consulting it on Civil Serv- 
ice job applications than for consulting the 
Democratic National Committee. Indeed, if one 
party committee is to be consulted, a strong 
case can be made for consulting both of them. 

Since that would hardly be in keeping with 
the idea of a nonpartisan career service, the 
best solution is to keep the parties out of the 
picture altogether. 
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What South Garolina Did 


J. Strom Thurmond’s sensational write-in vic- 
tory for the Senate from South Carolina should 
indicate one thing rather strongly. And that 
is, that attempts to decide elections by partisan 
strong-arm methods, frustrating the elective 
process, are not popular with the voters. 

When Senator Maybank died, the Democratic 
State Committee of South Carolina selected a 
nominee instead of submitting the matter to the 
party membership at a coming primary. It was 
a similar tactic to that used in Nevada after the 
death of Senator McCarran, when a Republican 
Governor tried to circumvent an election by ap- 
pointing a Republican successor, but was over- 
ruled by the State Supreme Court. 

These two incidents are healthy indications 
that the right of the people to decide is being 
zealously guarded. 


Starting Point for County Police 


The first and most important move toward © 


creating St. Louis county’s new nonpolitical Po- 
lice Department falls to Supervisor Matthews. 
Under terms of the Charter amendment so over- 
whelmingly approved by the people the Super- 
visor is required to appoint the Police Board. 

The board is to be a bipartisan policy-making 
body. No more than three of its five members 
can be of the same political party. As it is 
finally constituted it is most Hkely. to include 
three Republicans and two Democrats, The po- 
litical complexion of the county being what it 
is, few complaints are likely to be voiced against 
such a lineup at the start. . 

But the politics of the individual board mem- 
ber ought to be only a secondary consideration. 
Of far greater importance should be the nomi- 
nee’s reputation for integrity and intellectual 
capacity. 


Since Supervisor Matthews was one of the 


strongest supporters of the police plan, he can 
be expected to segk out first class men. 

One excellent place for him to begin that 
search is the hody of the Citizens’ Commission 
on Law Enforeement. This is the group that 
drafted the pe proposal. Its members know 
what has to be done, What is more, they haye 
already demonstrated a deep interest in improv- 
ing law enforcement in the county. This com- 


bination of interest and knowledge close at 


hand ought to make Mr. Matthews’s job ae cinch.

healing mission in St. Louis in 
1920. After Mr. Hickson’s death, 
the Rev. Mr. Maillard continued 
his work. The healing center at 
Milton Abbey had such phenom- 
enal growth that it was moved 
to Belstone, Devon. 

Mr. Hickson conducted a 
three-day healing mission here 
in March 1920, at St. Peter’s

avenue. He laid hands on 6600 
persons and thousands more 
were turned away, unable to 
gain admission to the church. 

This writer remembers the 
last day of that mission, March 
31, when traffic on Lindell was 
blocked by the thousands of 
persons, including many chil- 
dren, waiting in the streets for 
a chance to reach Mr. Hickson. 
Admission to the church was 
by ticket. 

A newspaper account of that 
day stated: “A crowd estimated

SAYS US, MUST HELP 
FED HUNGRY LANDS 


Missionary Declares Multi- 


tudes Starve While Amer- 
icans Worry About Fat. 


The United States must share 
its surplus foods with the starv- 
ing people in the world or con- 
tinue to lose the fight against 
paganism, a medical missionary 
recently released from Commu- 
nist China warned last night. 

Speaking to the semi-annual 
meeting of the United Church 
Men board of directors, a unit 
of the National Council of 
Churches, Dr. William E. Brais- 
ted said, “I’ve seen hundreds 
starve to death when Americans 
were worried about their fat 
bellies and surpluses.” 

He pointedly told his audience 
at a dinner meeting at Hotel 
Statler that 10 tons of food 
could be distributed overseas for 
the collective cost of the meals 
they had just finished. 

“Sharing our surpluses would 
change the moral climate of the 
world,” he declared. ‘“‘We can’t 
sit on them any longer and get 
away with it.” 

Dr. Braisted urged a realistic 
approach on the part of the 
church and nation to the “grim 
fact of life that men, women and 
children in the World are living 
horribly.” 

There are more hungry, sick 
and homeless persons in the 
world than there were a few 
years ago, he said, and those 
in the Christian church are be- 
ing “licked on our. present 
basis of operation | in the battle 
against paganism.” 

Dr. Braisted attributed the 
current losing battle to lack of 
interest among Christians in 
needs of all peoples in the world. 

“The Christian faith is rele- 
vant,” he declared, “but are 
Christians.” 

The remedy lies, he went on, 
in bringing the ordinary man in 
the church in contact with pro- 
grams of the church to meet 
those needs. 

If these neglected peoples are 
not helped with a program of 
“freedom, justicé and decency,” 
he warned, they will fall victim 
to Communist propaganda and 
become a powerful group of 
frustrated men, hating those who 
failed to help them and strong 
tools for Communist use in at- 
tacking the free world.

Gent that illness of his wife 
makes it impossible for him to

term on Dec, 16. 

James C. Hagerty, White 
House press secretary, told re- 
porters last night of Beeson’s 
letter to the President. 

Hagerty also said Mr, Eisen- 
hower wrote Keeson, expressing 
regret over his wife's illness and 
thanking him for having served 

“in a diligent and effective man- 

The White House had given no 
fhdication in advance that the 
President planned to reappoint 
Beeson, but an official who asked 
not to be named said it was 
“pretty obvious,” from the tone 
of the Chief Executive's letter, 
that he had intended to nom- 
inate Beeson for another term. 

Beeson suryived the bitterest 
confirmation fight of the year 
to win 45-42 Senate approval 
last February. All but a couple 
of Democrats voted against him, 
on the basis of a minority re- 
port from the Senate Labor 
Committee which said he had 
not completely severed his con- 
nection with the Food Machinery 

Chemical Corp. of San Jose, 
Calif., when he accepted the ap- 
pointment to the NLRB. 

Republicans on that commit- 
teé@, which studied the nomina- 
tion, insisted that he make a 
formal resignation from the 
company before they recom-

Beeson had been vice presi- 
dent of the concern in charge 
of labor relations.

Scale in the Style of a Room

HE color scheme, the de-

Scale is a word decorators use 
to mean the sizes of room ele- 
ments in relation to each other. 
Just as a five-story building 
looks tall in a village and small 
in a city, so does the size of each 
piece of furniture and each ac- 
cessory seem larger or smaller 
according to the room and every- 
thing in it. 


* Next time you look at a room 
that has particular style, analyze 
it to see why it has style, and 
you may find that scale has a 
great deal to do with it. Even 
when there is nothing unusual 
in the room, interesting relation- 
ships between the sizes of things 
can make a big difference. Scale 


is so often the difference be- 
tween an ordinary and a high- 
style effect.

A MIRROR above a chest is a 


good example. There may be 
nothing at all wrong with the 
design or color of either a mir- 
ror or the furniture below it, 
but together they may miss in 
style. The round mirror sketched 
that’s too small for the chest 
below it looks lost and only ac- 
cidentally placed where it is; it 
has no decorative value. 

A larger rectangular mirror is 
in better proportion to the piece 
of furniture. The éffect, how- 
ever, is still ordinary. 

But the mirror that reaches 
tall and toward the width of the 
chest unites the two as impor- 
tant decoration for the room. 
This is striking effect with scale 
that achieves high style.

TABLES that are too frail be- 
side it rob the long sofa of its 


look of luxury and often make 
it‘look merely oversized. Even 
the size of a lampshade can 
make or mar the effect of a 
lamp. A shade that’s too small 
for the base seems to perch like 
a too-small hat, and one that’s 
too large seems to be pulled 
down over the ears or is ready 
to tip the lamp over. Both have 
a look of discomfort that's dis- 


turbing to the look of a room. 


Skill with scale may mean en- 
larging many elements, but it 
means making others smaller. A 
small design on a wallpaper is 
so often better for a quiet back- 
ground for a room than a more 
powerful larger one. Furniture, 
and especially upholstered furni- 
ture, could be less bulky in 
many homes to relieve a look 
of crowding. But accessories, in 
general, are small and cluttery. 
See how much more style you 
can give a room with a few that 
are larger in scale.
